organism described by them as Mywococeidinm stegomyie in normal 
mosquitoes.

Smallpox in Louisville, Ky.--Danger of epidemic outbreak. 


The following is received from Passed Assistant Surgeon Young, 
under date of January 7: 

While the extensive smallpox epidemic in this section of the United 
States last winter was of a uniformly mild type, the cases occurring 
this vear are of a very different type. The disease is occurring now 
to a very much more limited extent than last winter, but the cases are 
Jargely among the whites and the mortality is high. 
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There have been 53 cases of smallpox reported in Louisville during 
the three months ended December 31, with 14 deaths. The victims 
have been quite largely young and vigorous males. 

I have heard similar reports unoflicially from several localities in the 
Ohio Valley, so that there seems some reason to fear that the mild 
epidemics of Cuban itch and chicken pox, which have prevailed so 
widely for several years, are about to complete their cycle by culmi- 
nating in an outbreak of severe smallpox.

Passed Assistant Surgeon McMullen reports, December 2 and 10, as 
follows: 

Week ended November 28, 1903: 12 vessels, with 951 crew and 650 
passengers (449 steerage and 201 cabin), were inspected and granted 
bills of health; 720 crew and 335 steerage passengers were bathed and 
their baggage was disinfected—1,002 pieces. One vessel was tumi- 
gated with sulphur to kill rats. There were 3 rejections from all causes 
and 9 immigrants recommended for rejection because of loathsome or 
dangerous contagious disease. One case each of enteric fever (Euro- 
pean) and smallpox (Chinese) were the only communicable diseases 
reported in the colony for the week. 


Tnspr ct ion of vessels— Plaque b 

Week ended December 5, 1903: 15 vessels, with 1,273 crew and 638 
passengers (170 cabin and 468 steerage), were inspected and granted 
bills of health; 796 crew and 330 steerage were bathed and their bag- 
gage was disinfected—1,136 pieces. Two vessels for Manila via Amoy 
were instructed to call at Scaiealon for disinfection. ‘There were 21 
aliens (Chinese) recommended for rejection because of loathsome or 
dangerous contagious disease. 

The health of the colony is now good, and 1 fatal case of plague 
(Chinese) was the only communicable disease reported—a total of 1,422 
cases since January 1. 


Immigrants recommended Sor rejection, 


Twenty-one immigrants per steamship S/4er¢a for Honolulu and San 
Francisco were recommended, November 30, for rejection. 

Fourteen immigrants per steamship Copt/c for San Francisco recom- 
mended, December 8, for rejection. 


Report Trom Shanghai -Tnspection of ressels— Smallpox, 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, December 8, 1903, as 
follows: During the week ended December 5, 1903, 3 vessels, 215 
crew, 43 cabin and 132 steerage passengers were inspected, and the 
effects of 1 steerage passenger were disinfected. There were also 9 
immigration inspections made, with no rejections. One vessel was 
disinfected with bichloride solution 1:500, upon the request of the 
chief quarantine officer of the Philippine Islands. 
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One case of eruption, in the person of a child on the steamship S//- 
mano Maru, bound to Port Townsend via Kobe and Yokohama, was 
called to the attention of the United States sanitary inspector at Kobe, 
with request that he note on the bill of health his findings, as the 
case was not sufliciently developed to make a diagnosis here, and it 
was not thought expedient to hold the vessel at this port two or three 
days in order to do so. The Japanese surgeon on board was given 
instructions to hold the case in strict isolation pending inspection at 
Kobe. 

Manifests were viseéd during the week for 16,019 pieces of freight. 

The following report of communicable diseases was made by the 
municipal health officer: Smallpox, 3 deaths; enteric fever, 4+ cases; 
diphtheria, 1 case. The total mortality was 3 foreigners and 120 
natives. 

There were no quarantinable diseases reported from any of the out- 
ports. Niuchwang is now frozen in and no further reports are being 
received from there, hence the plague situation at that point is unkown. 


CUBA. 
Report from Cienfuegos—NSearlet fever and diphtheria. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon McMahon reports, December 30, as fol- 
lows: During the week ended December 26, 1903, bills of health were 
issued to two vessels going to ports in the United States, both in good 
sanitary condition and no sickness on board. 

There are a few cases of scarlet fever and diphtheria reported in the 
city, but no deaths from these diseases. 

Proper precautions are being taken by the local authorities to pre- 
vent the spread of these diseases.

of river averted. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Nufez reports, January 5, as follows: 
Week ended January 2, 1904: Two bills of health were issued to ves- 
sels bound for ports in the United States. 
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One new case of diphtheria was reported December 31. which has 
terminated in recovery, the premises being disinfected as usual. 

During the past week, while under a stress of weather accompanied 
by heavy showers at short intervals, the river Yumuri, crossing this 
city from east to west, overflowed, flooding several streets on either 
side of its banks. The muddy waters rose about four feet above the 
ground, and by overtilling the privies spread their fecal contents, 
together with filthy sediments, throughout the flooded district, thus 
rendering it exceedingly dangerous to the public health. The local 
health officer immediately ordered all the force belonging to the sani- 
tary department to the place of danger, where a thorough cleaning 
and disinfection was made under his personal supervision, so that no 
ill consequences are to be anticipated.

British South Africa. —Cape Colony: During the week ended No- 
vember 21, 1 death from plague occurred in King Williams Town. 
Plague-infected rats continue to be found in East London. Of 349 
rats examined in Cape Town 1 proved to be infected with plague.

British India.—In Caleutta during the two weeks from the 8th to 
the 21st of November there occurred 71 deaths from cholera and 38 
deaths from plague.

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended December 12 was 
almost identical with the figures forthe two preceding weeks, amounting, 
calculated on the year, to 15 per thousand of the population, this being 
considerably lower than the rate for the corresponding week of last 
year in which it amounted to 17 per thousand. ‘Two-thirds of the large 
cities of Germany showed less favorable health conditions than Berlin, 
the following towns having a considerably higher death rate than that 
of Berlin, namely: Hamburg, Munich, Stuttgart, Bremen, Magdeburg, 
Rixdorf (with 16.2), Leipzig, Strasburg, Breslau, Konigsberg. Halle, 
as well as London, Paris, and Vienna. In the following places the 
rate of mortality was lower than that of Berlin, viz: Cologne, Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Cassel, and Schéneberg, (with 10.1), while the figures 
of Hanover and Charlottenburg corresponded exactly with the Berlin 
rate. The rate of mortality among infants amounted to 3.7 per year 
and mille, half the rate of Breslau and also lower than the Munich and 
Leipzig tigures, though higher than the Hamburg rate. Acute dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs and acute intestinal diseases both 
showed an increase, the former causing S2, the latter 33 deaths. 
Furthermore, there were registered 79 deaths from phthisis pulmonatlis, 
54 deaths from cancer, S deaths from searlet fever, 5 deaths from 
diphtheria, 4 deaths from measles. Influenza claimed 11 vietims, and 
6 persons died by violence.

V0 fuse " 


rranslated in this Bureau from the Bulletin Quarantenaire, Alexandria, December 17, 1903. 


ENGLAND. —Importation of animals from the following-named coun- 
tries is prohibited: Argentina, Austria-Hungary (including Bosnia and 
Herzegovina), Belgium, Bolivia, Brazil, Cape Colony, Chile. Colombia, 
Denmark (Iceland excepted), Ecuador, France, Germany, Gibraltar, 
Greece, British Guiana, Dutch Guiana, French Guiana, Italy, Malta, 
Mexico, Montenegro, Morocco, Natal, Low Countries, Norway. Otto- 
man Empire, Paraguay, Peru, Portugal, Portuguese possessions in 
Kast Africa, Roumania, Russia, Servia, Spain, Sweden, Uruguay, 
United States of America (Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode Island only), Venezuela, and Zuzu- 
land. 

2. Importation of swine from the United States is prohibited: also, 
importation is prohibited for: 

(v4) Animals slaughtered on vessels coming from any of the countries 
above named, 

(4) The dung of such animals. 

(¢) Forage used by such animals. 

(/) Articles that have come in contact with such animals unless 
scraped, washed, and disinfected with a 5 per cent solution of carbolic 
acid or creolin and admitted by the customs inspector. 

5. Custom-house officers shall seize contraband animals and articles, 
and shall report the fact to the service that the proper precautionary 
measures may be taken. 
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LANDING OF ANIMALS. 


4. The landing of foreign animals at the quay assigned to them is 
subject to the following restrictions: 

(a) The vessel from which they are landed shall not have taken on 
board, within twenty-eight days, any animal from the countries above 
named. 

(4) During the twenty-one days preceding the taking on board of 
the animals admitted, the vessel shall not have touched at any pro- 
hibited port. 

Animals shall not be landed without a declaration delivered by the 
captain that the animals are found to be in the condition required by 
the regulations. 

5. Animals landed shall be placed under the observation of an 
inspector. Until the arrival of said inspector they shall be kept under 
observation of the custom-house employees. 

No animal shall be moved without the consent of the custom-house 
officers or the inspector. 

6. The animals shall be conveyed to the nearest depot of inspection 
by keepers and shall there await inspection. 

7. Inspection of animals shall take place by day. 

If on examination all the animals are found to be free from conta- 
gious disease, the inspector may permit the detention of the animals 
at the depot or authorize their removal or transportation. 

8. With the exception of the specially authorized officials and 
keepers no person shall be admitted to the landing place or the wharf. 
Access to these places may take place only when the persons entering 
change their clothing before entry and change again on leaving. The 
clothing of visitors, including their shoes, shall be disinfected, and 
said persons shall wash their hands with soap. 

No person shall be granted admission who can not produce a letter 
addressed to the market authorities stating the necessity for said visit. 

The market authorities shall cause the regulations herein named to 
he publicly posted at the entrance of the landing places, depots, and 
other places to which access is prohibited.

With regard to the suggestion that fumigation of ship's hold should 
be enforced prior to shipment of cargo, “the lieutenant-governor 
thinks that this would entail considerable trouble and expense, and he 
is unwilling to impede the dispatch of business in the port by ordering 
its general adoption as a compulsory measure. It appears, however, 
that the precaution is voluntarily adopted by ships’ captains in the case 
of vessels bound for Australian ports, and his honor desires that the 
port health officer will impress upon all ship owners and masters the 
utility of the measure and the desirability of its adoption when oppor- 
tunity arises.” (Extract from communication from the Secretary to 
the Government of Bengal.) 

Of the two agencies in this city dispatching boats to the United 
States, one, the more influential, particularly requested the Govern- 
ment of Bengal that its vessels be fumigated with sulphur before load- 
ing, and the other has signified its willingness to incur the expense and 
trouble of fumigation. With the approval of the local government, as 
expressed in the paragraph quoted, and from the apparent willingness 
of the agents, it is hoped that fumigation of vessels bound for Ameri 
can ports will soon be arranged for.

It will be observed that, compared with last year, conditions are 
much improved, The reports of inoculators show that people are sub- 
mitting to plague prophylactic inoculations far more readily than ever 
before.

The steady improvement in the health situation of the islands is very 
encouraging, and especially so in Manila. 

The board of health has commenced to inoculate the Chinese popu- 
lation with Shiga serum, with the view of preventing the regular 
annual outbreak of plague, which has occurred here during the past 
three years. The work is progressing rapidly, little opposition being 
met with. 


Cholera at Nagasaki. 


The United States bills of health issued at Nagasaki for the two 
weeks ended November 27, 1903, report 33 cases of cholera and 18 
deaths. Large quantities of green vegetables are being sent from 
that port to the Philippines, but since they are accompanied by a cer- 
titicate from Sanitary Inspector Bowie, Public Health and Marine- 
Hospital Service, stating that they are safe, no objection has been 
made to their being landed.

During the week one case of smallpox was found upon the steamer 
Churruca, Which is at present lying in the harbor. The vessel having 
heen in port for more than a month and consequently the disease 
contracted in Manila, the entire matter was referred to the board of 
health, 

The work of the station has been much increased of late owing to 
the heavy immigration which has set in from Japan. The percent- 
age of trachoma cases found is very high, averaging from 10 to 40 
per cent.
